A Terrible Story of Cannibalism on the 
West Coast of Africa—Sir John Mac- 
donald’s Successor—France and the 
World’s Fair—Premier Di Rudini’s 
Speech—Foreign News. 


HaLrFax, June 15,—There is an alarming 
increase of la grippe alongthe Nova Scotia 
and Newfoundland coasts.

The season 
on which the people depend for subsistence 
is slipping by and the people are unable to 
make enough for present needs, not to speak 
of supplies for the winter. Agents of the 
Dominion Government are thinking of 
recommending that 1,000 barrels of flour be 
distributed among the sufferers. 


CHILDREN FOR FOOD. 


A HORRIBLE CASE OF CANNIBALISM ON THE 
WEST COAST OF AFRICA. 

LoNpDoN, June 15.—A letter from Calabar, 
on the west coast of Africa, gives an account 
of a horrible case of cann ibalism in the dis- 
trict of Bayong, a short distance in the inter- 
ior. Itappears thatthe inhabitants of the 
village of Aro,in that re , having been 
reduced to terrible destitution by the raids of 
a neighboring tribe, compelled every family 
among them each to give up onechild tobe 
kille@ for food. This horrible business had 
been going on for two weeks before the news 
of the condition of affairs reached Calabar. 
The travelers there at once sent assistance 
free of any cost tothe unfortunate town, 
many of whose inhabitants were found to 
have perished of humger. Those who were 
able to be removed have been taken to 
triendly villages near the coast severed from 
former enemies. 

THE FRENCH EXPEDITION SAFE. 

Paris, June 15.—M. Roche, Minister of the 
Colonies, has recetved a dispatch from M. 
De Brazza, the well-Known French explorer 
in Africa, which indicates that there is no 
truth in the publishedireport that the members 
of the expedition from Loangounder, under 
M. Paul Crampel, had been massacred, roast- 
ed and devoured by the Matonga natives. 
The latest news received direct from the mis- 
sion by the Minister of the Colonies was to 
the effect that the expedition was within fifty 
days’ march oftts destination, Lake Tohad, 
and that all was then well. 


FRANCE AND THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


A LIBERAL APPROPRIATION FOR EXHIBITS— 
ARTISTS DISPLEASED. 

Paris, June 15.—In an interview with M. 
Barabey, Minister of Marine, the latter said 
an appropriation for the Chicago Fair was 
liscussed at a recent Cabinet meeting. Min- 
ister Boche asked each Minister to send 
an estimate oof the money necessary 
for a worthy exhibit of 
lepartment. The total was 
be over 1,000,000 francs. ‘‘So we shall ask 
the Chamber,’’ said M. Barabey, “*to vote 
about 1,200,000 francs. Doubtless the Cham- 
ber will accede. If I get the funds I will send 
a fine exhibit, knowing how much the United 
States is interested In anything connected 
with the navy.

A CLOSED SEASON. 


The Agreement Between the United States 
and Great Britain. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., June 15.—The President 
to-day issued the following proclamation: 

*‘*"Whereas, An agreement for a modus vi- 
vendi between the Government of the United 
States and the Government of Her Britannic 
Majesty in regard to the fur seal fisheries in 
Behring Sea was concluded on the 15th day of 
June, in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-one, word for word 
as follows: 

Agreement between the Government of the United 
States and the Governments of Her Britannic Majesty 
for a modus vivendi in relation to the fur seal r- 
ies in Behring Sea 

For the aayeoe of avoiding any irritating differ- 
ehces, tha view to promote :he friendiy set- 
tlement of the questions peatins between the two 
Governments touching eir respective ri in 

ing Sea, and for the preservation of seal 
species, the following agreement is made without 
prejudice to the rights or claims of either : 

1. er Majesty's Government will prohibit, until

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Over 120 Persons Killed in a Railroad 
Wreck in Switzerland. 


A BRIDGE GIVES WAY BENEATH AN 
EXCURSION TRAIN NEAR BASLE. 


The City Now an Improvised Morgue— 
Fifty-seven Bodies Taken From the 
Wreck—Troops and Firemen Aiding in 
the Work—A Pleasure Yacht sSunk— 
Two Men Drowned. 


BERSE, June 15.—Further details received 
from the scene of the terrible railroad acci- 
dent which occurred yesterday at a village 
near Basle,on the/Moenchenstein &jBasle Rail- 
road, show that two engines and three car- 
riages loaded with excursionists fell into the 
stream which flowed beneath the iron bridge 
which gave way and caused the disaster. 
These carriages and engines now form a 
Shapeless heap of wreckage beneath the 
bridge structure and by its own size 
prevented two other carriages which 
were suspended practically in the air from 
falling and still further increasing the num- 
ber of killed and wounded. At this hour 
eighty excursionists are known to have been 
drowned, though many of the bodies have 
not been ‘recovered yet. Of the large 
number of persons injured, many have suf- 
fered so seriously that it is considered likely 
that their injuries will terminate fatally, as 
they consist of bad lacerations, and in some 
cases limbs have been completely severed. 
The bridge or viaduct which collapsed and 
caused the accident had only recently been 
ballt, and had just been strongthened after 
sustaining damage by the rising of the river. 
Until the bridge is rebuilt traffic over this 
road goes via Mulhausen. Passengers going 
to Moenchenstein are using the ordinary foot- 
bridge. 

THE NUMBER OF VICTIMS. 

The total number of people who lost their 
lives yesterday by the collapse of the rallroad 
bridge on the Moenchenstein & Basle Rallroad 
is now placed at 1) with hundreds more or 
less injured. Another account of the disas- 
ter says that fifty-seven bodies have already 
been recovered and that forty persons are 
severely wounded. It ts feared that many 
others are dead whose bodies have not been 
found. The victims are mostly leading 
citizens of Basle and its neighborhood. Engi- 
neers who have inspected the bridge since its 
collapse say that the tron work of the struct- 
ure alone gave way and that the masonry 
work is intact. 

HEARTRENDING SCENES. 

Bas_Lze, June 15.—Scenes which were truly 
heartrending were witnessed in this city to- 
day when the bodies of a large number of 
the victims of the Moenchenstein ralilroad 
disaster were brought here from the place 
where the accident occurred by sorrowing 
relatives, who had gone in search 
of missing husbands, fathers 
or brothers, wives, mothers or 
sisters as the case might be, for representa- 
tives ofthe majority of the best families of 
Basie left here to attend the music festival. 
Wives brought home the bodies of their hus- 
bands, and husbands t home the bod- 
tes of their wives and of their children. Sev- 
eral families were practically wiped entirely 
out of existence by the disaster, the full ex- 
tent of which is not known even at this hour. 
Basile is now truly a city of mourning, a place 
of the dead and the scene of bitter mourning. 
Nearly every family inthe city may be said 
to have been touched by the calamity, for 
those families who have not actually lost one 
of their members have dear friends or ac- 
quaintances either among the dead or among 
those whe are mourning the loss of rela- 
tives. 

THE INJURED. 

Those who are not afflicted in the manner 
described are either nursing wounded rela- 
tives or sympathizing with those who have 
friends among the wounded. The latter in- 
cludes many serious injuries. Almost each 
hour records another death or another case 
in which the physicians give upall hope of 
saving the patient’s life. Everything that 
the Government and Municipal authorities 
can doto help the wounded, recover the 
dead or assist those who have been 
plunged into distress by the fearful rail- 
road wreck is being done. Clergymen, 
priests and physicians,a large force of troops 
and firemen and scores of vehicles to be used 
as ambulances have been dispatched to the 
scene of the wreck. The troops and firemen 
are busily engaged in removing the wreck- 
ages, recovering the bodies of the dead and 
transporting the wounded to their homes in 
this city or to the hospitals. The physicians 
and ministers of the gospelof all denomina- 
tions are doing noble work in ministering to 
the wounded and in comforting the bereaved. 
The neighborhood of the collapsed bridge, as 
this dispatch is sent, resembies in many feat- 
ures the after episode of a battle, the closing 
acts in some warlike struggice. Still more so 
was this in the past night, when, with the 
river banks iligminated in a ghastly manner 
by huge fires buiit of fir trees, the troops and 
firemen worked unceasingliy dragging the 
river for the bodies of the dead. 

A GAD PICTURE. 

Other detachments of troops were attend- 
ing the bivouacs of their comrades as if in 
actual war time, cooks and camp fires not

TWO MEN DROWNED. 
4 PLEASURE YACHT SUNK BY A TUG BOAT IN 
THE HUDSON. 


New Yorn, June 15.—The police of the 
One Hundredth and Twenty-fifth street sta- 
tion report thata quarter past 12 o’clock. 
this morning, the tug boat F. W. Devoe ran 
into and sank the yacht Emelia,in the Hud- 
son opposite One Hundred and Tenth 
Street. Frank Jenkison and Wm. H. Bohan 
were drowned. Ail the other persons on the 
yacht were saved. The pilot, Thomas Walsh, 
was arrested. A party of eleven were on 
board the yacht. They had been on a pleas- 
ure trip up the Hudson and were returning 
home when the accident occurred. The tug 
was steaming up the river when she crashed 
into the bow of the Emelia. The latter went 
down in a few minutes and all on board were 
thrown into the water. Some of them 
scrambied on board the tug and others were 
rescued by the deck bands. Jenkins and 
Bohan went down to rise no more. An un- 
successful search was made for their bodies.

JUMPED THE TRACK.

The theft of the rig had 
been reported to the police and they believe 
the drowned man to be the thief.

Joe had 
two brothers, Saxon and Milton Byron, 
who are both dead, and the two sisters, Alice 
and Eliza. Alice is now Mrs. Dennis Devoy 
of 1221 St. Ange avenue, and Eliza is Mrs. 
John Wycoff and is a choir singer of great 
reputation in Chicago. During Joe’s boy- 
hood the family lived on Franklin avenue, on 
Fourteenth and on Wash and Carr street. 
The senior Emmett owned the house at 
the northwest corner of Fourteenth and 
Morgan streets and was burried from there 
when he died in ’54. Joe was then going to 
Oliver’s school, on Sixth near Locust, and 
was a good looking boy of 13, with a taste 
for sports and a liking for a mouth organ 
which he could play with marvelous skill. 
He was a  0brave little chap, with 
no idea of shirking work, and the day after 
his father’s funeral he left school of his own 
accord and came home to his mother. 

**Why did you leave school so early, Joe?’’ 
she asked. 

**I’m going to help you take care of Alice 
and Lizzie,’’ said the boy, and be started out 
the next day looking for work. 

H18 CAREER AS A SIGN PAINTER. 

He found it easily. He wasa good painter 
with training, and he made very large wages 
painting signs ofall sorts, and iettering 
them. He painted mostof the house num- 
bers when the houses were first numbered in 
1867, working for Judge William C. Jones 
and Judge Wyatt C. Hoffman, both of 
whom had gone into the painting business 
after they left the bench. One of the signs 
he painted during that time was a large one 
for Joe Gobatz, who was then running a 
saloon in the Virginia Hotel.

In those serenading parties used 
to be Charley Lessor, George Stock, David 
Noerr, George Williams, William Peters, the 
brother of Mme. Villard, the noted dancer; 
John 8. Overton, the actor, who has a 
news-stand in the Southern Hotel; Jim Cum- 
mings, and Adam North, one of the original 
Brown Stockings. These boys used to start 
out and serenade their sweethearts till 3 or 4 
o’clock in the morning and then go to work 
até, and if this were not enough dissipa- 
tion, most of them belonged to fire 
companies. Joe’s was the old. Liberty 
com pany, whose engine-house was on Frank- 
lin avenue, end there he learned tofight fire.

Forty*Two Booms to Be Added to the 
Present Accommodations—Water and 
Steam Heating Facilities—A General 
Overhauling, and at Least $150,000, 
to Be Expended—Teachers Needed. 


When teachers and puplis of the St. Louis 
public schools, all of whom abandoned books 
and studies for the summer on Friday of last 
week, return to the grind Sept. 7, next, they 
will finda world of changes awaiting their 
inspection. The present summer is to bea 
sort of campaign of additions, improvements 
ana renovations among the schools.

“Wils’’ Howard Taken to Maries County. 


**Wils’’ Howard, the Kentucky desperado, 
was taken out of jail yesterday morning by 
Sherif McKeever, who started at once with 
his prisoner for Maries County, Mo. It is ex- 
pected that to-day the trial of the action 
against the man will be commenced. 

Howard is under indictment in Marites 
County for murder in the first degree, the 
killing of deaf mute Thomas McMichaels be- 
ing charged against him. McMichaels 
was murdered about two years 
ago at his home near Creek, 
Maries County. He was called to the door 
early in the day by a stranger who repre- 
sented himself as a United States Deputy 
Marshal, and placed under arrest. Later in 
the day his body, with a bullet hole in the 
head, was found on theroad half a mile 
away. Robbery was the motive for the 
crime. A pocket-book which has been ident!- 
fied as belonging to ‘‘Wiis’’ Howard was 
found near the remains. 

It is alleged that Howard committed this 
murder while fleeing from justice. Fortwo 
years previous he had been the leader of one 
of the factions in the bloody Turner-Howard 
vendetta which has raged for more than ten 
years in Harlan County, Ky. After killing a 
dogen or fifteen men, he and his brother dis- 
appeared. They were next seen passing 

Missouri. In January of the 
**Wils’’ Howard was found 
in San  Quenten prison, California, 
where he was serving a term of fifteen 
years for robbing a stage in the mountains. 
In theevent that he is acquitted of the Mc- 
Michaels murder in Maries County, he will be 
atomce rearrested by the Kentucky author 
ities, there being no less than eight indict- 
ments for murder in the first degree pending 
him in the Harlan County courts. 
The last surviving member of the Bailey fam- 
fly, the members of which fought with the 
Turner faction, is watching every move in the 
Marites County Court and swears that he will 
spend every cent he can raise to hang the 
prisoner for leading the gang which exter- 
minated his family.

HE BRINGS DENIALS OF CHARGES MADE 
AGAINST HIM, 


A Meeting This Afternoon With Elder 
Ray, Who Preferred the Oharge of 
Heresy Through the “American Bap- 
tist’”’ — Resolutions Denouncing the 
Charge as False, 


When Elder D. B. Ray, editor of the Amer- 
ican Baptist of this city, returned to his office 
from lunch shortly after 1 o’clock this after- 
noon, he found awaiting him a tall, sober- 
looking man dressed in clerical black and 
with avery somber expression on his sun- 
browned face. The visitor was the Rev. J. 
M. Carter of Humansviile, Mo., and had 
come to &t. Louisfor the express purpose 
of seeing Elder Ray on a little persona! mat- 
ter of rather vital importance. 

Some two weeks ago Elder Ray, through 
the columns of the American Baptist, cherged 
Rev. Mr. Carter with heresy of the rankest 
sort. The charge was based upon letters said 
to have been received by Dr. Ray from Hua- 
mansville, giving extracts from Dr. Carter’s 
sermons, in which it was claimed he had de- 
parted so radically from the Baptist faith as 
to leave him open to the most severe church 
discipline, if not liable to expulsion from the 
ministry of that church. In the charges 
made through his paper Elder Ray was most 
emphatic, stating that his information came 
from a most reliable source, and that there 
was plainly necessity for action in the case of 
Rev. Carter. 

Dr. Carter does not look like a heretic but 
his tanned face flushed as Elder Ray grasped 
his hand this afternoon. He had come to St. 
Louls to either secure a retraction of the 
charge of heresy or to obtain the name of Dr. 
Ray’s Humansville correspondent and take 
steps to publicly refute his statements. He 
had papers with him showing that he had 
the support of his congregation in denial of 
the charge of being a teacher of heretical 
doctrine.

AN AMERICAN VOLCANO. 


The Mysterious Smoking Swamp of Flor- 
ida Baffles Explorers. 

From the Tallahassee Floridian. ‘ 

Messrs. Castleman and Barbour, who, with 
Mr. Stayley as guide, went down into the 
Pinhook swamp to ferret out Florida’s mys- 
terious volcano, have returned like thousands 
of others, without the volcano. They took 
observations from theeast, bank of the Wanu- 
cissa River, near the Gulfand saw the vast 
column of smoke ascending skyward. Havy- 


ing no boats to cross the stream they could 
not make a straight shoot for the location of 
smoke, but had to move further up to start 
into the swamp. They were supplied with a 

compass and an experienced engineer, 

t the swamp was such a dense jungle of 
canes, vines, ers, and undergrowth gener- 
ally thatthey had to literally hew out a pas- 
sage. After much hard work they found that 
they were progressing only one and a haif 
miles a day. 

We understand that Messrs. Castleman and 
Barbour have not entirely given up the ex- 
a. but will equip themselves better 

or the work and try it again at a later day. 

For more than halfacentury tbis mystert- 
ous column of smoke by day and a flame by 
night, ny fy the midst of an impenetrable 
swamp on the gulf coast, has not only pugzied 
the rustic fishermen and hunters who watch 
it from the outer edges of the swamp, but 
scientists and thousands of others who have 
viewed it from elevated points about Talla- 
hassee, thirty miles away. 

By day it presents the appearance of a vast 
volume of jet black smoke rising up as 
though issuing from a huge smokestack, 
ascending high above the treetops and float- 
ing off among the breezes. At night it pre- 
sents a bright light, as thougha large house 
was burning and the flames were not visible. 
It appears and disappears at reguiar inter- 
vais, but always in the same piace. From 
Tallahassee it is south-southeast, and when 
burning can be plainly seen from any ele- 
vated position. For more than twelve 
months, a few years ago, it was continuously 
visible from the east windows of the TJalla- 


office. 

Numerous expeditions have started out with 
sanguine expectations, but came back worn 
out and disgusted. They can get all around 
the mystery, and see it from any elevated 
stand point, t when they started into the 
swamp, which is from fifteen tothirty miles 
acrossinany direction, they are met by in- 
surmountabie barriers, besides snakes, alll- 
gators, mosquitoes and sand -flles. 

It is hard to believe thata decent, respect- 
able volcano would hide itself away in such 
an ungainly place as this, but there is the 
smoke and , and if it is not a volcano, 
what ts it? 

During the late war the Federal gunboats 
lying out tn the Guif off St. Marks mistook the 
smoke for a Confederate blockade runner iid - 
den behind the swamps by me private 
channel, and wasted lots of valuable ammu- 
nition shelling that dismal swamp.

The United States Court of Appeals to 
Be Organized To-Morrow. 


APPOINTMENT&E FOR MARSHAL AND 
CLERK TO BE MADE. 


The Supreme Judge Will Be Attired in 
His Judicial Robs—The Objects for 
Which the New Court Is Established— 
Ex-United States District Attorney 
Bashaw Gete a Verdict for Fees. 


To-morrow morning the United States 
Court of Appeals forthe Eighth Circuit will 
be organised in the United States District 
Court by Hon. David J: Brewer of the United 
States Supreme Bench at Washington, Judge 
Henry C. Caldwell, Circuit Judge, and Judge 
Amos Thayer, District Judge. Judges 
Brewer and Caldwell arrived in the city 
yesterday and have been kept busy 
with the preliminaries of organization all 
Gay. There are to be wine intermediate 
Courts or Courts of Appeals established in the 
United States this year,under an act of Con- 
gress passed at the last session, with the in- 
tention of relieving the docket of the United 
States Supreme Court, which has fallen many 
years behind through the inability of the 
judges to handle the volume of business 
presented to that court. These Oourts 
of Appeals are to grade between 
the Circuit and District Courts and 
will decide many cases which would other- 
wise g0 to the highest court in the land. They 
will be composed of one Circuit Judge in each 
circuit, dhe Jadge from the Supreme Court 
and another Circult Judge yet to be ap- 
pointed for each district. The appointments 
are made by the President of the United 
States during a session of Congress and will 
be named as soon as Congress meets this fall. 
In the absence of the Supreme Judge at any 
session of the Court of Appeals a 


District Judge may be called in 
to sit with the two Cireutt Judges | 
to make a full bench. The Court of Appeals 
will not Be In session more than four months | 
im the year. and for that reason no special 
provisions will be made here foran extra 
court -room, as éither the Circuit or District 
Court rooms are iijethe greater part of tne 
year. The tlerk and marshal of this court 
have been allotted a large room in the Fed- 
eral vuliding adjoining the District Court, 
which had formerly been used as District 
Court chambers. 

There are two rich plums to be pincked 
when the Uourt of Appedis opens. A Clerk at 
$3,000 per year anda marshal at $2,500 a year 
must be appointed, and they will probabiy 
be named to-morrow. Asthe Court of Ap- 
peals holds sessions but four or five months 
in the year, the labor of the clerk or marshal 
will not be arduous, and will consist princt- 
pally in being present when court meets. 
There are many applicants for the two post- 
tions, but their mames are nOt EnowWn as 
the application is fled with the judges and
